WASHINGTON, May 5.—Mr. J. W 
Wright publishes a card to-day, stating 
that he is the claim agent referred to ax 
being connected with reported frauds on 
the Indian soldiers in the Cherokee and 
Creek Nations.

The 
statements in these dispatches were 
based on strong documentary evidence 
in the hande of responsible parties, and 
on affidavits from claimants on file in 
the Indian Bureau. Mr. Wright says 
that the publication was made through 
an alieged Indian ring, some of whom 
want to be ordered toinvestigate it. He 
does not himself request such examioa-
